Blind Man 
Has Strange 
Occupation

New York, Sept. 5—(UP)—Henry 
Heuser is a blind employe in a un- 
ique laboratory here, He has one of 
the. strahgest jobs in the world. 


His business 
Is 
sniffing. / He's 
seen at the business for about two 
years and already he can distin- 
guish about 2,000- types of odors. 


In shelves around him there are 
about 4,000 small bottle containing 
a different odor. He hopes soon to 
educate his noS|C to all those odors. 


Heuser is one of a group of work- 


ers who are employed in this uni- 
que scientific laborator. Their goal 
Is. to determine what causes odoj', 
what causes it to spread and what 
can be done .about it- 
' " . . 


Already, these workers have de- 
veloped a . :so-called; air-freshener 
solution which, contains chlorophyll, 
a green substance :e>cisting-in plants 
tt-Cause's water and'ca.rbpn dioxide 
to .combine 'in the; presence of sun- 
light' to- make- sugar, starch and 
sellulose-. which build 
the 
plant 


aody. The solution also, contains 
other ingredients'Which throw off 
vapors that* tend/to "neutralize" 
unpleasant odors: The air-freshen- 
ers long used' by housewives now 
are being used by. hospitals. 


Guy Paschal, .who, started out to 


a lawyer and is^ how vice presi- 
dent of the Airkem Company and 
ah associate, director of the firm's 
laboratory, said one day science 
may be able to make'synthetic od- 
ors—that is create the fragrance 
of a rose or any other sweet-smell- 
ing flower. 


He said the first step is to: deter- 


mine what actually .causes odors. 
Then find out how odors travel—by 
small particles, or by waves such 
as those which carry sound. 
The 


third big step would be to deter- 
mine what happens in the human 
prain to pick' up these odors 
and 
identify "them. 
• '. 


Some types: of disease can now 


be diagnosed by their odors. More 
research.may result in even-better 
diagnoses. He speculated that even 
Oil deposits 
could: be 
discovered 


through 
an 
instrument 
delicate 


enough to pick- up' the odor of oil 
from below the. surface.

1945. 


Bailey, 32-year-old Detroit office 
worker, told Ward that Tanabe was 
a "shrewd man who was never 
friendly with the prisoners but a 
the same time never mistreatec 
them." 


•"In fact." Baily testified, "Tan 


abe helped us out in many ways 
He supplemented pur medical sup 
plies, improved diets, provided us 
with blankets and lumber for in 
sulating our hospital in mid-wintei 
and to his credit, 
provided 
two 


coal stoves. 


"Tanabe prevented one of the 
Japanese medical orderlies from 
beating the prisoners. He would 
listen to us and try to help 
the 


conditions in the prison camp." 


The young veteran, who lost most 


of one leg and part of the other 
during an American air raid nn the 
ca,mp just two weeks before the 
war's end, said he was 
not 
a 
"Tanabe fan" by any means. 


"I just want to be fair," he said. 
He testified that Tanabe was 


'orced by his superiors to make 
:he men work and 
that 
several 


prisoners did die in the hospital 
jecause of "malnutrition and ex- 
naustioh." However, he denied that 
it was Tanabe's fault. 


"Tanabe did not contribute to 
their deaths," he said. "It is my 
belief that he should not be prose- 
cuted for any atrocities or war 
crimes." 
Bailey said he had heard that 
other American prisoners accused 
Tanabe of causing deaths of some 
prisoners. He said he believed their 
accusations were prompted more 
by bitterness than by actual know- 
ledge of the facts. 
Neither Bailey nor Ward knew 


the outcome of Tanabe's trial. Both 
said they felt Bailey's 
testimony 


would have been influential in de- 
termining the Jap's fate.

Blind Man 
Has Strange 
Occupation 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
New York, Sept. 5—(UP)—Henry 
Heuser is a blind employe in a un- 
ique laboratory here, He has one of 
the. strahgest jobs in the world. 


His business 
Is 
sniffing. / He's 
seen at the business for about two 
years and already he can distin- 
guish about 2,000- types of odors. 


In shelves around him there are 
about 4,000 small bottle containing 
a different odor. He hopes soon to 
educate his noS|C to all those odors. 


Heuser is one of a group of work- 


ers who are employed in this uni- 
que scientific laborator. Their goal 
Is. to determine what causes odoj', 
what causes it to spread and what 
can be done .about it- 
' " . . 


Already, these workers have de- 
veloped a . :so-called; air-freshener 
solution which, contains chlorophyll, 
a green substance :e>cisting-in plants 
tt-Cause's water and'ca.rbpn dioxide 
to .combine 'in the; presence of sun- 
light' to- make- sugar, starch and 
sellulose-. which build 
the 
plant 


aody. The solution also, contains 
other ingredients'Which throw off 
vapors that* tend/to "neutralize" 
unpleasant odors: The air-freshen- 
ers long used' by housewives now 
are being used by. hospitals. 


Guy Paschal, .who, started out to 


a lawyer and is^ how vice presi- 
dent of the Airkem Company and 
ah associate, director of the firm's 
laboratory, said one day science 
may be able to make'synthetic od- 
ors—that is create the fragrance 
of a rose or any other sweet-smell- 
ing flower. 


He said the first step is to: deter- 


mine what actually .causes odors. 
Then find out how odors travel—by 
small particles, or by waves such 
as those which carry sound. 
The 


third big step would be to deter- 
mine what happens in the human 
prain to pick' up these odors 
and 
identify "them. 
• '. 


Some types: of disease can now 


be diagnosed by their odors. More 
research.may result in even-better 
diagnoses. He speculated that even 
Oil deposits 
could: be 
discovered 


through 
an 
instrument 
delicate 


enough to pick- up' the odor of oil 
from below the. surface. 


Heuser, the blind man, is one of 
Paschal's favorite workers. 
"Found him playing a piano in a 


second avenue .bar," Paschal said. 
"He was really a chemist 
in dis- 
guise."

Ramadier Decides

Paris, Sept. 5 — (UP) — Fi- 
nance Minister Robert 
Schuman 
said tonight that 
Premier 
Paul 
Ramadier had decided to remain 
in office despite the skimpy con- 
fidence vote given him by the 
French National Assembly. 


Schuman announced Ramadier's 
decision at the end of an emergen- 
cy inner cabinet meeting held while 
500,000 French workers paraded the 
streets 
demanding 
lower living 


costs and more bread. 


Ramadier barely pulled through 


a test of his anti-inflation program 
in the national assembly earlier to- 
day. He won endorsement by only 
49 votes. The result was 292 to 243, 
with 54 abstentions. 


Ramadier charged in the assem- 
bly that the Communists were ex- 
ploiting a strike wave arid trying 
to undermine the republic.

Americans' 
while a guard at the Yokkaich 
prison camp in Japan in 1944 anc 
1945. 


Bailey, 32-year-old Detroit office 
worker, told Ward that Tanabe was 
a "shrewd man who was never 
friendly with the prisoners but a 
the same time never mistreatec 
them." 


•"In fact." Baily testified, "Tan 


abe helped us out in many ways 
He supplemented pur medical sup 
plies, improved diets, provided us 
with blankets and lumber for in 
sulating our hospital in mid-wintei 
and to his credit, 
provided 
two 


coal stoves. 


"Tanabe prevented one of the 
Japanese medical orderlies from 
beating the prisoners. He would 
listen to us and try to help 
the 


conditions in the prison camp." 


The young veteran, who lost most 


of one leg and part of the other 
during an American air raid nn the 
ca,mp just two weeks before the 
war's end, said he was 
not 
a 
"Tanabe fan" by any means. 


"I just want to be fair," he said. 
He testified that Tanabe was 


'orced by his superiors to make 
:he men work and 
that 
several 


prisoners did die in the hospital 
jecause of "malnutrition and ex- 
naustioh." However, he denied that 
it was Tanabe's fault. 


"Tanabe did not contribute to 
their deaths," he said. "It is my 
belief that he should not be prose- 
cuted for any atrocities or war 
crimes." 
Bailey said he had heard that 
other American prisoners accused 
Tanabe of causing deaths of some 
prisoners. He said he believed their 
accusations were prompted more 
by bitterness than by actual know- 
ledge of the facts. 
Neither Bailey nor Ward knew 


the outcome of Tanabe's trial. Both 
said they felt Bailey's 
testimony 


would have been influential in de- 
termining the Jap's fate.

Blind Man 
Has Strange 
Occupation 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
New York, Sept. 5—(UP)—Henry 
Heuser is a blind employe in a un- 
ique laboratory here, He has one of 
the. strahgest jobs in the world. 


His business 
Is 
sniffing. / He's 
seen at the business for about two 
years and already he can distin- 
guish about 2,000- types of odors. 


In shelves around him there are 
about 4,000 small bottle containing 
a different odor. He hopes soon to 
educate his noS|C to all those odors. 


Heuser is one of a group of work- 


ers who are employed in this uni- 
que scientific laborator. Their goal 
Is. to determine what causes odoj', 
what causes it to spread and what 
can be done .about it- 
' " . . 


Already, these workers have de- 
veloped a . :so-called; air-freshener 
solution which, contains chlorophyll, 
a green substance :e>cisting-in plants 
tt-Cause's water and'ca.rbpn dioxide 
to .combine 'in the; presence of sun- 
light' to- make- sugar, starch and 
sellulose-. which build 
the 
plant 


aody. The solution also, contains 
other ingredients'Which throw off 
vapors that* tend/to "neutralize" 
unpleasant odors: The air-freshen- 
ers long used' by housewives now 
are being used by. hospitals. 


Guy Paschal, .who, started out to 


a lawyer and is^ how vice presi- 
dent of the Airkem Company and 
ah associate, director of the firm's 
laboratory, said one day science 
may be able to make'synthetic od- 
ors—that is create the fragrance 
of a rose or any other sweet-smell- 
ing flower. 


He said the first step is to: deter- 


mine what actually .causes odors. 
Then find out how odors travel—by 
small particles, or by waves such 
as those which carry sound. 
The 


third big step would be to deter- 
mine what happens in the human 
prain to pick' up these odors 
and 
identify "them. 
• '. 


Some types: of disease can now 


be diagnosed by their odors. More 
research.may result in even-better 
diagnoses. He speculated that even 
Oil deposits 
could: be 
discovered 


through 
an 
instrument 
delicate 


enough to pick- up' the odor of oil 
from below the. surface. 


Heuser, the blind man, is one of 
Paschal's favorite workers. 
"Found him playing a piano in a 


second avenue .bar," Paschal said. 
"He was really a chemist 
in dis- 
guise."

Ramadier Decides 
to Remain 
in Office 


Paris, Sept. 5 — (UP) — Fi- 
nance Minister Robert 
Schuman 
said tonight that 
Premier 
Paul 
Ramadier had decided to remain 
in office despite the skimpy con- 
fidence vote given him by the 
French National Assembly. 


Schuman announced Ramadier's 
decision at the end of an emergen- 
cy inner cabinet meeting held while 
500,000 French workers paraded the 
streets 
demanding 
lower living 


costs and more bread. 


Ramadier barely pulled through 


a test of his anti-inflation program 
in the national assembly earlier to- 
day. He won endorsement by only 
49 votes. The result was 292 to 243, 
with 54 abstentions. 


Ramadier charged in the assem- 
bly that the Communists were ex- 
ploiting a strike wave arid trying 
to undermine the republic.

the death of 
many 
Americans' 
while a guard at the Yokkaich 
prison camp in Japan in 1944 anc 
1945. 


Bailey, 32-year-old Detroit office 
worker, told Ward that Tanabe was 
a "shrewd man who was never 
friendly with the prisoners but a 
the same time never mistreatec 
them." 


•"In fact." Baily testified, "Tan 


abe helped us out in many ways 
He supplemented pur medical sup 
plies, improved diets, provided us 
with blankets and lumber for in 
sulating our hospital in mid-wintei 
and to his credit, 
provided 
two 


coal stoves. 


"Tanabe prevented one of the 
Japanese medical orderlies from 
beating the prisoners. He would 
listen to us and try to help 
the 


conditions in the prison camp." 


The young veteran, who lost most 


of one leg and part of the other 
during an American air raid nn the 
ca,mp just two weeks before the 
war's end, said he was 
not 
a 
"Tanabe fan" by any means. 


"I just want to be fair," he said. 
He testified that Tanabe was 


'orced by his superiors to make 
:he men work and 
that 
several 


prisoners did die in the hospital 
jecause of "malnutrition and ex- 
naustioh." However, he denied that 
it was Tanabe's fault. 


"Tanabe did not contribute to 
their deaths," he said. "It is my 
belief that he should not be prose- 
cuted for any atrocities or war 
crimes." 
Bailey said he had heard that 
other American prisoners accused 
Tanabe of causing deaths of some 
prisoners. He said he believed their 
accusations were prompted more 
by bitterness than by actual know- 
ledge of the facts. 
Neither Bailey nor Ward knew 


the outcome of Tanabe's trial. Both 
said they felt Bailey's 
testimony 


would have been influential in de- 
termining the Jap's fate.

Blind Man 
Has Strange 
Occupation 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
New York, Sept. 5—(UP)—Henry 
Heuser is a blind employe in a un- 
ique laboratory here, He has one of 
the. strahgest jobs in the world. 


His business 
Is 
sniffing. / He's 
seen at the business for about two 
years and already he can distin- 
guish about 2,000- types of odors. 


In shelves around him there are 
about 4,000 small bottle containing 
a different odor. He hopes soon to 
educate his noS|C to all those odors. 


Heuser is one of a group of work- 


ers who are employed in this uni- 
que scientific laborator. Their goal 
Is. to determine what causes odoj', 
what causes it to spread and what 
can be done .about it- 
' " . . 


Already, these workers have de- 
veloped a . :so-called; air-freshener 
solution which, contains chlorophyll, 
a green substance :e>cisting-in plants 
tt-Cause's water and'ca.rbpn dioxide 
to .combine 'in the; presence of sun- 
light' to- make- sugar, starch and 
sellulose-. which build 
the 
plant 


aody. The solution also, contains 
other ingredients'Which throw off 
vapors that* tend/to "neutralize" 
unpleasant odors: The air-freshen- 
ers long used' by housewives now 
are being used by. hospitals. 


Guy Paschal, .who, started out to 


a lawyer and is^ how vice presi- 
dent of the Airkem Company and 
ah associate, director of the firm's 
laboratory, said one day science 
may be able to make'synthetic od- 
ors—that is create the fragrance 
of a rose or any other sweet-smell- 
ing flower. 


He said the first step is to: deter- 


mine what actually .causes odors. 
Then find out how odors travel—by 
small particles, or by waves such 
as those which carry sound. 
The 


third big step would be to deter- 
mine what happens in the human 
prain to pick' up these odors 
and 
identify "them. 
• '. 


Some types: of disease can now 


be diagnosed by their odors. More 
research.may result in even-better 
diagnoses. He speculated that even 
Oil deposits 
could: be 
discovered 


through 
an 
instrument 
delicate 


enough to pick- up' the odor of oil 
from below the. surface. 


Heuser, the blind man, is one of 
Paschal's favorite workers. 
"Found him playing a piano in a 


second avenue .bar," Paschal said. 
"He was really a chemist 
in dis- 
guise."

Ramadier Decides 
to Remain 
in Office 


Paris, Sept. 5 — (UP) — Fi- 
nance Minister Robert 
Schuman 
said tonight that 
Premier 
Paul 
Ramadier had decided to remain 
in office despite the skimpy con- 
fidence vote given him by the 
French National Assembly. 


Schuman announced Ramadier's 
decision at the end of an emergen- 
cy inner cabinet meeting held while 
500,000 French workers paraded the 
streets 
demanding 
lower living 


costs and more bread. 


Ramadier barely pulled through 


a test of his anti-inflation program 
in the national assembly earlier to- 
day. He won endorsement by only 
49 votes. The result was 292 to 243, 
with 54 abstentions. 


Ramadier charged in the assem- 
bly that the Communists were ex- 
ploiting a strike wave arid trying 
to undermine the republic.

W. Bailey testified under oath tha 
his Japanese guard had done every 
thing in his power to help Ameri 
can prisoners. 


The testimony was taken here 


for use in the trial of Padao Tan 
abe, charged with "contributing to 
the death of 
many 
Americans' 
while a guard at the Yokkaich 
prison camp in Japan in 1944 anc 
1945. 


Bailey, 32-year-old Detroit office 
worker, told Ward that Tanabe was 
a "shrewd man who was never 
friendly with the prisoners but a 
the same time never mistreatec 
them." 


•"In fact." Baily testified, "Tan 


abe helped us out in many ways 
He supplemented pur medical sup 
plies, improved diets, provided us 
with blankets and lumber for in 
sulating our hospital in mid-wintei 
and to his credit, 
provided 
two 


coal stoves. 


"Tanabe prevented one of the 
Japanese medical orderlies from 
beating the prisoners. He would 
listen to us and try to help 
the 


conditions in the prison camp." 


The young veteran, who lost most 


of one leg and part of the other 
during an American air raid nn the 
ca,mp just two weeks before the 
war's end, said he was 
not 
a 
"Tanabe fan" by any means. 


"I just want to be fair," he said. 
He testified that Tanabe was 


'orced by his superiors to make 
:he men work and 
that 
several 


prisoners did die in the hospital 
jecause of "malnutrition and ex- 
naustioh." However, he denied that 
it was Tanabe's fault. 


"Tanabe did not contribute to 
their deaths," he said. "It is my 
belief that he should not be prose- 
cuted for any atrocities or war 
crimes." 
Bailey said he had heard that 
other American prisoners accused 
Tanabe of causing deaths of some 
prisoners. He said he believed their 
accusations were prompted more 
by bitterness than by actual know- 
ledge of the facts. 
Neither Bailey nor Ward knew

Ramadier had decided to remain 
in office despite the skimpy con- 
fidence vote given him by the 
French National Assembly. 


Schuman announced Ramadier's 
decision at the end of an emergen- 
cy inner cabinet meeting held while 
500,000 French workers paraded the 
streets 
demanding 
lower living 


costs and more bread. 


Ramadier barely pulled through 


a test of his anti-inflation program 
in the national assembly earlier to- 
day. He won endorsement by only 
49 votes. The result was 292 to 243, 
with 54 abstentions. 


Ramadier charged in the assem- 
bly that the Communists were ex- 
ploiting a strike wave arid trying 
to undermine the republic.

while a guard at the Yokkaich 
prison camp in Japan in 1944 anc 
1945. 


Bailey, 32-year-old Detroit office 
worker, told Ward that Tanabe was 
a "shrewd man who was never 
friendly with the prisoners but a 
the same time never mistreatec 
them." 


•"In fact." Baily testified, "Tan 


abe helped us out in many ways 
He supplemented pur medical sup 
plies, improved diets, provided us 
with blankets and lumber for in 
sulating our hospital in mid-wintei 
and to his credit, 
provided 
two 


coal stoves. 


"Tanabe prevented one of the 
Japanese medical orderlies from 
beating the prisoners. He would 
listen to us and try to help 
the 


conditions in the prison camp." 


The young veteran, who lost most 


of one leg and part of the other 
during an American air raid nn the 
ca,mp just two weeks before the 
war's end, said he was 
not 
a 
"Tanabe fan" by any means. 


"I just want to be fair," he said. 
He testified that Tanabe was 


'orced by his superiors to make 
:he men work and 
that 
several 


prisoners did die in the hospital 
jecause of "malnutrition and ex- 
naustioh." However, he denied that 
it was Tanabe's fault. 


"Tanabe did not contribute to 
their deaths," he said. "It is my 
belief that he should not be prose- 
cuted for any atrocities or war 
crimes." 
Bailey said he had heard that 
other American prisoners accused 
Tanabe of causing deaths of some 
prisoners. He said he believed their 
accusations were prompted more 
by bitterness than by actual know- 
ledge of the facts. 
Neither Bailey nor Ward knew 


the outcome of Tanabe's trial. Both 
said they felt Bailey's 
testimony 


would have been influential in de- 
termining the Jap's fate.

Blind Man 
Has Strange 
Occupation 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
New York, Sept. 5—(UP)—Henry 
Heuser is a blind employe in a un- 
ique laboratory here, He has one of 
the. strahgest jobs in the world. 


His business 
Is 
sniffing. / He's 
seen at the business for about two 
years and already he can distin- 
guish about 2,000- types of odors. 


In shelves around him there are 
about 4,000 small bottle containing 
a different odor. He hopes soon to 
educate his noS|C to all those odors. 


Heuser is one of a group of work- 


ers who are employed in this uni- 
que scientific laborator. Their goal 
Is. to determine what causes odoj', 
what causes it to spread and what 
can be done .about it- 
' " . . 


Already, these workers have de- 
veloped a . :so-called; air-freshener 
solution which, contains chlorophyll, 
a green substance :e>cisting-in plants 
tt-Cause's water and'ca.rbpn dioxide 
to .combine 'in the; presence of sun- 
light' to- make- sugar, starch and 
sellulose-. which build 
the 
plant 


aody. The solution also, contains 
other ingredients'Which throw off 
vapors that* tend/to "neutralize" 
unpleasant odors: The air-freshen- 
ers long used' by housewives now 
are being used by. hospitals. 


Guy Paschal, .who, started out to 


a lawyer and is^ how vice presi- 
dent of the Airkem Company and 
ah associate, director of the firm's 
laboratory, said one day science 
may be able to make'synthetic od- 
ors—that is create the fragrance 
of a rose or any other sweet-smell- 
ing flower. 


He said the first step is to: deter- 


mine what actually .causes odors. 
Then find out how odors travel—by 
small particles, or by waves such 
as those which carry sound. 
The 


third big step would be to deter- 
mine what happens in the human 
prain to pick' up these odors 
and 
identify "them. 
• '. 


Some types: of disease can now 


be diagnosed by their odors. More 
research.may result in even-better 
diagnoses. He speculated that even 
Oil deposits 
could: be 
discovered 


through 
an 
instrument 
delicate 


enough to pick- up' the odor of oil 
from below the. surface. 


Heuser, the blind man, is one of 
Paschal's favorite workers. 
"Found him playing a piano in a 


second avenue .bar," Paschal said. 
"He was really a chemist

guise."

day. He won endorsement by only 
49 votes. The result was 292 to 243, 
with 54 abstentions. 


Ramadier charged in the assem- 
bly that the Communists were ex- 
ploiting a strike wave arid trying 
to undermine the republic.

Bailey, 32-year-old Detroit office 
worker, told Ward that Tanabe was 
a "shrewd man who was never 
friendly with the prisoners but a 
the same time never mistreatec 
them." 


•"In fact." Baily testified, "Tan 


abe helped us out in many ways 
He supplemented pur medical sup 
plies, improved diets, provided us 
with blankets and lumber for in 
sulating our hospital in mid-wintei 
and to his credit, 
provided 
two 


coal stoves. 


"Tanabe prevented one of the 
Japanese medical orderlies from 
beating the prisoners. He would 
listen to us and try to help 
the 


conditions in the prison camp." 


The young veteran, who lost most 


of one leg and part of the other 
during an American air raid nn the 
ca,mp just two weeks before the 
war's end, said he was 
not 
a 
"Tanabe fan" by any means. 


"I just want to be fair," he said. 
He testified that Tanabe was 


'orced by his superiors to make 
:he men work and 
that 
several 


prisoners did die in the hospital 
jecause of "malnutrition and ex- 
naustioh." However, he denied that 
it was Tanabe's fault. 


"Tanabe did not contribute to 
their deaths," he said. "It is my 
belief that he should not be prose- 
cuted for any atrocities or war 
crimes." 
Bailey said he had heard that 
other American prisoners accused 
Tanabe of causing deaths of some 
prisoners. He said he believed their 
accusations were prompted more 
by bitterness than by actual know- 
ledge of the facts. 
Neither Bailey nor Ward knew 


the outcome of Tanabe's trial. Both 
said they felt Bailey's 
testimony 


would have been influential in de- 
termining the Jap's fate.

U.S. Sticks to 
Plan on Jap 
Peace Treaty

U. S. proposals for a conference 
of all Ine 11 interested Pacific na- 
tions. Russia insists that the mai- 
ler firsl should be discussed and 
the groundwork laid by the four 
big Pacific powers—Britain, China, 
Russia and the United Stales. 


American officials, in turn, have 


rejected the Russian view. 
They 


hold that establishment of the 11- 
power far Eastern Commission, of 
which Russia is a member, "con- 
stituted a recognition of the 
pri- 


mary interests of these powers in 
post surrender policy mailers for 
japan and hence in Ihe peace settle- 
ment." 
To some top State Department 


officials, the only alternative is for 
the United States, acting in consul- 
tation with the Pacific powers oth- 
er than the Soviet Union to 
go 
ahead and schedule 
a date 
for 


starling the Japanese peace talks. 


When the 10 powers do agree on 


a time and place for such a meet- 
ing, the Soviet Union undoubtedly 
will be extended another invitation 
to participate. 
As heard by government moni- 
ors here, the Moscow radio has 
jeen highly critical this week of 
he U. S. policy toward Japan in 
general and the plans for Ihe peace 
alks in particular.
